This guide introduces Boston restaurants where you might want to eat. It is not complete; the farther 
you get from the convention, the less complete it is. “Non-local” restaurants that are well known or 
of especial interest are listed. They are easy to get to by MBTA and/or taxi. 


This guide is updated as of 31 July 2004. But restaurants come and go— phone the restaurant to 
make sure it is open when you want to eát there. We want your feedback on restaurants in this guide 
as well as others we might have omitted. This information will be made available to local conventions 
such as Boskone, Arisia, etc. Get restaurant review forms at Information. Please let us know of any 
important errors or omissions so they can go into the newsletter. 


Credit Cards: Excep: for restaurants marked as not taking credit cards, all take credit cards as far 
as we know, but check first if this is important to you. 


Before you go to eat: Call the restaurant to verify their hours during the Labor Day weekend. 
You will need to make reservations for some restaurants—especially if you have a large group. If you 
cant get a reservation directly, see if your hotel concierge can arrange one for you—it's worth a try. 


Walking distance: Everyone has their own idea of how far to walk. Take a five-block walk outside 
as an average for most people. Of course, if the temperature is extreme, you might want to decrease 
that distance, take a cab, or eat in the mall complex. There are about 30 restaurants—ranging from 
inexpensive to very expensive—inside the Sheraton-Prudential-Copley-Marriott- Westin. complex. 
We have coded the restaurants as WALK, HIKE, and TAXI to give you a rough idea of distances. Our 
break points are: up to .5 mile: Walk, 0.5 to 1.5 miles: Hike, over 1.5 miles: Taxi. Noreascon 
Information has restaurant maps with distances from the convention marked in concentric circles. 

* 
Outside walking distance? Try the MBTA (T) along Boylston Street, to Chinatown, or the 
Faneuil Hall area. If you have a group of people—or are going farther—try a taxi. You can find them 
on Boylston Street in front of the Hynes, or ask the hotel concierge to get one for you. We don't 
recommend looking for a parking space for any of the in-town restaurants. 


On a budget? The Food Court in the Prudential Center has 10 choices with a wide range of 
cuisines. You ought to be able to eat there for under $10. The Food Court is close and fast. We've 
also flagged other inexpensive ($) restaurants in the area. 

Prudential Center Food Court is open M—Fr 7am-9pm; Sa 8am-9pm; Su 9am-7pm; but on 
Labor Day Weekend, they may have “Holiday hours”...whatever they may be... 


The main restaurant listing is alphabetical. Following that listing we have sorted the restaurants in 
three ways: by Price, Type of cuisine and Location.

By Price: we have listed $ (meals for about $15 or less), $$ (meals averaging $15 to $30), $$$ (over 
$30 but less than $50), and $$$$ ($50 and over) . 


By Type of Cuisine: Asian, Chinese, Greek, Indian, Italian, Thai, etc. Some restaurants are listed 
multiple times because they have several cuisines. 


By Location: There is a map showing the whole area on page 21 referring to more detailed maps. 
The location sort tells you which map to use and the restaurant key number. 


Because people ask...: We have not included the Bull and Finch Pub (now called Cheers) 
whose exterior was used for Cheers. The inside is nothing like the bar on the television show; the 
food is nothing special and it sells souvenirs. It also is a long walk.

Shops in the Prudential Center and Copley Place are both open M-Sa 10am-8pm; Su 1lam-6pm 
Prudential Center Food Court is open M-F 7am-9pm; Sa 8am-9pm; Su 9am-7pm 
Prudential Center Skywalk $5 adults, $4 kids, open daily 10am—10pm 


You can walk through the Mall complex even when the stores are closed. Note: the bridge between 
the Prudential Center and the Marriott Hotel is usually closed for cleaning between 2am and 6am. 


Location Codes: Mos: restaurants have their own location keys: a number-letter combination 
assigned indicating their loacation on one of the maps. The alphabetical restaurant listing also shows 
which map they are on—1/ are on the map on page 20; 2/ are on the map on page 21; if there is no 
map code, the restuarant is on the Back Bay map (pages 18-19).
